5%  cash  discount  is  allowed  on  all  orders  of  Flower  Seeds  and  3%  cash 
discount  on  all  orders  of  Vegetable  Seeds  and  Bulbs  when  remittance  accom¬ 
panies  the  order,  unless  on  items  specially  quoted  or  priced.  Cash  discount 
above  does  not  apply  to  dealers’  orders,  unless  so  stated  in  quotations  or 
otherwise.  All  other  goods  are  strictly  net,  as  are  also  bills  for  goods  sup¬ 
plied  under  special  quotations  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE — We  prepay  postage  free  on  all  Flower  and  Vege¬ 
table  Seeds  offered  in  this  Catalog,  except  on  Peas,  Beans,  Corn  and  such 
other  items  as  may  be  noted.  We  do  not  prepay  free  postage  on  Plants, 
Bulbs,  Sundries,  Tools,  etc.,  nor  do  we  prepay  free  any  items  on  which 
we  may  have  quoted  special  prices.  All  postage  is  charged  on  dealers’ 
orders  regardless  of  items  ordered. 


PARCEL  POST  RATES — On  Seeds,  Bulbs,  Plants  or  Roots  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  eight  (8)  ounces  in  weight,  the  postage  charge  is  lc.  for  each  two 
(2)  ounces  or  fraction  thereof;  on  sundries  or  other  merchandise  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  eight  (8)  ounces  in  weight,  the  postage  charge  is  l%c.  for  each  two 
(2)  ounces  or  fraction  thereof.  Seeds,  Bulbs,  Plants,  Roots,  Sundries,  etc., 
weighing  over  eight  (8)  ounces,  are  sent  at  Zone  rates. 

If  Special  Delivery  is  wanted  an  additional  10c.  is  required  on  packages 
weighing  up  to  two  (2)  pounds — 15c.  on  packages  weighing  more  than  two 
(2)  pounds  and  up  to  ten  (10)  pounds — 20c.  on  packages  weighing  more 
than  ten  (10)  pounds. 

If  it  is  desired  that  a  package  be  given  the  same  dispatch  as  first-class 
mail  it  requires  an  additional  25c.  to  the  amounts  as  stated  above,  which 
is  called  a  “Special  Handling”  rate. 

If  remittance  accompanies  order,  a  sufficient  amount  should  be  included 
to  cover  postage  and  the  extra  charges — if  ordered  to  be  sent  by  either  of 
the  methods  as  stated  above.
